1. HONG KONG POSTMASTER GENERAL INFORMED CONGEN THAT HE 
RECEIVED A TELEGRAM FROM THE US POSTAL SERVICE REQUESTING HK 
FORWARD US MAIL DESTINED FOR SAIGON VIA HANOI BY OPEN TRANSIT. 
HKPG STATED THAT UNDER CURRENT INSTRUCTIONS FROM HANOI ONLY 
HK ORIGINATED MAIL IS ACCEPTED BY HANOI FROM HK (SEE REFTEL B). 
HKPG SAID THAT HE WOULD TELEGRAM HANOI AND SAIGON AND INQUIRE 
WHETHER THE DRV WAS NOW PREPARED TO ACCEPT US MAIL VIA 
HONG KONG. HE EXPRESSED SOME PUZZLEMENT AS TO HOW SUCH 
PRESUMABLY LARGE QUANTITIES OF MAIL WOULD BE SENT "BY OPEN 
TRANSIT" SINCE IT WOULD HAVE TO BE BAGGED FOR HANDLING. 

2. FYI SAIGON MAIL IS TAKING ABOUT THREE WEEKS TO REACH 
HONG KONG. 
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
